In every church, lodge, professimi, 
and In the founding of Illinois Col­ 
lege's subscri[)tion list, when money 
was raised for a seminary In Illinois, 
which was later christened “Illinois 
College,” we find the names of John 
Leeper, William C. Posey, and Archi­ 
bald Job. On Illinois College's first 
“Board of Trust" we find WDllam 0. 
Posey and John Leeper. Also they 
helped to found the First Presbyterian 
church. 
Abraham Clark we 
find 
I among the first members of the Con- 
I gregatlonal cliurch. and John T. Jones 
I was among the first members when 
the Clnirch of Christ was organized 
(he married the widow of Thomas 
Church). 


Probably the first person to exert a 
strong Influence and to take a stand 
for temperance in our county was Cap­ 
tain Bilas Massey, who In 1829. when 
hi.s corn was ready for harve.sting, de­ 
clared that It would be done without 
him furnishing the men with whiskey, 
Tlie men declined to work. He re­ 
mained adamant and told them he 
would turn in hi.s hogs and they cotUd 
care lor the wheat. The men rece»nsld- 
ered and without whi.skey "the wheat 
was har\'ested in good condition.” 


Captain Silas Massey and his broth­ 
er were in the War of 1812, on the 
Niagara frontier. Sergeant Jonathan 
Mn.s.sey, hi.s father, was in the Revolu­ 
tionary w ai.

Tliey played a consplclous role in 
the life drama of Jacksonville and 
Morgan county. Of the men prom­ 
inent in Morgan county, as it is today 
and In the day when, Morgan, Scott, 
Cass and Greene were one, I have not 
gone Into their work, they were too 
numerous, so I have mentioned only 
those more clearly 
connected 
with 
Jacksonville. 


We know that 110 are sleeping in 
or county, 
probably 
many, 
many 
more are here in despoiled graves, 
where no stone stands sentinel to t.ell 
who sleeps there, and are otherwise 
unknown. 
When 
we 
began 
our 
search for veterans of the War of 
1012, burled In Morgan of today, we 
found In General Garrity's "Roll of 
Honor” deceased ex-service men and 
women of Illinois, one soldier of 1812 
listed for Morgan county. 


That soldier of 1812 WM Governor 
Joseph Duncan, who received from 
our Federal Congress a silver sword 
for his outstanding bravery and serv­ 
ice to his country when he served 
under Col. George Croghan, (nephew 
of George Rogers 
Clark), 
at 
the 
Battle of Sandusky. He was one of 
the Intrepid band of men, number­ 
ing between 100 and 200 men, who in 
the Battle of Sandusky repulsed with 
tremendous 
havoc 
the 
combined 
British and Indian forces amounting 
to more than ten times their own 
number, and having command in 
that splendid affair, notwithstanding 
his youth, a post of preeminent re­ 
sponsibility. 


Another time he with only a hand­ 
ful of men under his 
command, 
penetrated 150 miles hito the interior 
of upper Canada and in spite of the 
frightful cold of the winter watched 
the movements of the enemy within 
a few miles of his camp. 


He came to Illinois in 1818. He was 
our 
Governor, 
Congressman 
and 
Champion of the First Free school 
law in Illinois. Rather an amusing 
incident occurred in connection with 
Governor Duncan’s desire to perpe­ 
tuate the memory of these men and 
the battle which meant so much to 
him and his country, as a tribute he 
named the street on the west side of 
his land Croghan street in honor of 
the immortal Colonel George Crog­ 
han and the street on the east San­ 
dusky street, being oblivious to the 
historic significance of these names, 
our city fathers decided that Crog­ 
han w'as too Irish and unimportant a 
name for so great and intellectual 
place as Jacksonville, they changed 
the name to Webster avenue. 


With his enthusiasm, time 
and 
money Governor Dimcan aided in 
all things 
educational, civic 
and 
religious. He also aided Jacksonville 
by his official influence. His grave 
has an official 1812 Marker. Edmund 
Burke said, “He only deserves to be 
remembered by posterity who treas­ 
ures up and preserves the history of 
his ancestors.’* These men were not 
only our ancestors, but our benefac­ 
tors. They cleared the way for the 
westward spread of civilization, after

Pur bearinir animal« In Illinois will 
be almost completely wiped out in ten 
years, in the opinion of Dick Vasey, 
local fur buyer who has been in the 
business for the last thirty years 
Vasey declared in an interview that 
about 70 per cent of the annual fur 
catch iff being taken either out of sea* 
son or Illegally. 


The catch has baen falling o ff at a 
rapid rate, Vasey declared. A few years 
ago fur buyers operating along the Hli> 
nois river alcme bought from 10,000 to 
as,000 muskrat hides in a ye w , but 
present day buyers obtain about 1,000 
furs from the same territory.

Mr. Vasay said that tha gun« lawj 
make it unlawful to destroy tha den or 
house of any fur*bearlng anlmkl, and 
that no trapa are parmlttad doaer 
than tan faat of a muskrat dan. Invas- 
tigatum has shown that thara ara from 
two to six traps on avary muskrat dan, 
and often a fish trap or basket has 
been placed in the muskrat run. Whole 
families are taken In a single night by 
placing the fish traps. 


The same st<uy holds true for mink, 
skunk. co<m, and (qxMsum. Mr. Vasey 
said he has found that hunters for 
these animals des^oy the dens and 
chop down the trees In which the 
climbing animals have made their 
dens, thereby violating the game code. 


All of the fur bearers except two, the 
fox and mink, prepare for the winter 
in early fall. The coon, skunk, and 
opossum will travel every night in 
search of food and take on a supply of 
fat. When winter really surives these 
animals will den up for dayi at a time 
without food or water. 


Muskrats store gras.? root* for con­ 
sumption during the winter, and other 
animals will place their particular 
delicacies either in their dens or avail* 
able places. ITie mink and the fox, 
however, range far and wide, traveling 
farther on cold stormy nights than 
when the weather is calm. A mink 
wlU cover from ten to fifteen mUas on 
blustary nights, and fox can eovar 
about twenty-five miles.

"The more appetizing the water 
can be, the greater will be Its probable 
effect on egg production. At this time 
of year it will pay to keep water warm 
as well as clean. 


'T o many people, a dessert make* 
a meal comísete and often helps to 
make up for any shortcominga of 
the main course," Alp said. ‘‘Judging 
by their reactions to a moist mash 
feeding one« a day, poultry would 
agree that such a feeding terves them 
well as a dessert. Many flock owners 
resort to moist feeding during the 
fall and winter months as a means 
Of feeding some of the vitamin and 
mineral concentrates such as cod- 
llver oil. sardine oil and milk products. 


•nock owners often fall to appre­ 
ciate just how tempermental a flock 
of laying pullets, especially Leghoma, 
can be. If a moiat mash U fed for two 
days, the flock will expect it the fol­ 
lowing day at the same time and will 
be waiting at the door. If they are 
disappointed, a let-down in egg pro­ 
duction la not unlikely. 


“Hens also react favorably to clean 
surroundings. When clean Uttar la 
substituted for dirty litter, there la 
much sUiging and scratching which 
helps increase egg production.’

Catering io Whims of Hens 
Leads to Poultrjr Profits 


It will pay Illinois poultry producers 
to learn how hens behave like human 
beings, according to H. H. Alp, poultry 
extension specialist, College of Agri­ 
culture. University of Illinois. 


"Wlilms In poultry behavior can be 
noticed In fowls Just as easily as they 
can In human Iielnga, and in many 
cases they are likely to be similar," 
Alp said. 


"Although there Is a difference of 


opinion as to whether or not human 
whims should be catered to, the suc­ 
cessful poultryman knows that for 
good winter egg production, poultry 
whims can not be overlooked," he 
continued. 


"For Instance, putting freah 
In a feed hopper for potiltry worka 
just about the same as putting fr«sh 
bread on the table for the family 
meal—It usually results in IncreaaBd 
consumption. A feeder which requlraa 
frequent filling is a distinct advant­
